State Farmers Tse 
Million and One-hall* 
Tons of Limestone 


Soil-wise Illinois farmers, prac­ 
ticing modern soil-building methods 
will use approximately a million 
and a half tons of limestone in 
IP38, says John R. Spencer, director 
of soil improvement with the Illi­ 
nois Agricultural Association. This 
amount exceeds the record cet last 
year when 1,250,OOO tons were used 
in the state. 
Representing the million and a 
half 
tons 
graphically, 
Spencer 
points out th at if it were loaded iii 
50-ton cars, the train would reach 
from Chicago to Centralia or 255 
miles. 
“Limestone spreading will 
in­ 
crease during the next few months 
in spite of freezing weather. 
In 
northern Illinois, especially, winter 
liming on frozen ground is becom­ 
ing increasingly popular. Farm ers 
find it convenient to spread lime­ 
stone on level cornstalk or soybean 
ground that will be seeded to a 
legume in the spring with a small 
grain nurse crop. Too, lime spread 
on wheat, clover fields or pasture 
leaches very little. 
“Quarry men in some areas are 
reducing prices on agriculture lime­ 
stone 
taken 
during 
the 
winter 
when there is less demand for it. 
Farm ers often contenu with a lime­ 
stone shortage during the heavy 
liming months of August and Sep­ 
tember, a difficulty th at is avoided 
through liming frozen ground.

Twenty farm ers from Cook coun­ 
ty will be eligible to attend the dis­ 
trict price out-look meeting at York­ 
ville, Monday, December 5. 
This meeting is held every year] 
bv the State College of Agricul­ 
ture a t which time such m atters as 
business conditions, surplus of m a­ 
terials. anti labor conditions are syt 
out by these economist to arrive at I 
a possible outlook for fanning for 
the next year. 
The interesting part about these J 
meetings is that predictions that I 
they make, have been around KOG I 
and 90*J accurate. 
It will be a 
rare privilege for a farm er of Cook 
county who is interested in attend­ 
ing and he should notify one of 
the offices of his intention, said the 
Farm Bureau. 
The meeting will 
be held in the Farm Bureau office 
at Yorkville. 


; Farmers Take 
Steps To Use 
Pig Soy Crop 


Illinois farm ers not only raised 
a bumper crop of soybeans this 
year, but they also doubled the vol­ 
ume of soyoil paint used on their 
buildings this October compared 
with the same month a year ago, 
according to the Illinois Agiicui- 
lural Association. 
“The unusually warm and dry 
weather experienced in the state 
last month was largely responsible 
for a record increase in painting of 
farm buildings,” L. R. Marchant, 
manager of the State Farm Bu­ 
reau’s centralized p u r c h a s i n g 
agency, said. 
“ While farm income this year is 
down about 13 per cent compared 
with 1037,” M archant 
continued, 
“our company experienced a slight 
increase in volume of all products 
handled.’’ 
I he large soybean crop iii Cook 
County has tempted farm ers to use 
the whole beans crushed for dairy 
feed,” states Farm Adviser (’. A. 
Hughes. “ Whole soybeans are not 
good for dairy cows. The high oil 
content usually makes cows go off 
feed after a short period of time. 
However, it is possible for fanners 
to exchange No. 2 soybeans for an 
equal weight of soybean oil meal. 
'I bis arrangem ent has been effected 
by the Illinois Agricultural Associ­ 
ation and we heartily recommend 
it to our dairy farm ers who have 
soybeans for feed or sale. 
“The company in Chicago that 
will make this exchange is Areher- 
Daniels Midland Co., 1)27 W. Black­ 
hawk st., Chicago. 
“I suggest to farm ers who have 
soybeans that they take a sample 
into this concern and ask an ex­ 
change if you can. 
Soybean oil 
meal has practically the same feed­ 
ing value as cotton seed meal. It 
may be used in quantities of one or 
two pounds per head per day to bal­ 
ance up the grain ration.

Up To Farmers 
To Make Corn 
Loan Good—-Smith 


Acting under the authority and 
direction of the Agricultural Ad­ 
justment Act of 1938, the Secretary 
of Agriculture has announced that 
loans on this year’s com crop of 57 
cents per bushel on the farm, will 
be available to those who complied 
with their corn acreage allotments 
in 1938. Now it is up to farmers 
to prove that they really want fair 
prices by making good the loan 
through more widespread coopera­ 
tion in the .surplus control program 
in 1939, Earl C. Smith, president of 
the Illinois Agricultural Associa­ 
tion, said iii a statement received 
by the Cook County Farm Bureau 
this week. 
“The announcement by the Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture that loans of 
57 cents per bushel will be available 
on 1938 corn to cooperators should 
put at rest doubts among farmers, 
and charges of the opposition that 
the government would fail to come 
through with loans if market prices 
were substantially below the loan 
price,” said Mr. Smith.
